WASHINGTON, Feb. 23— 
Documents in the National Ar- 
rives disclosed today tha t 
aek S. Martin of New Orleans,

! nd the Federal Bureau of In- 
estigation that his story had 
een a lie, 

Mr, Perrier, who was found 
dead yesterday in Ids bed, was 
a major figure in an investiga- 
tion iby the New Orleans district 
attorney, James Garrison, of an 
alleged plot to assassinate 
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Herman S, Kohlman and had 
told Ms story as though it was 
based on facts rather than on 
his imagination." 

The Secret Sendee men also

Vice Squad. He was also in the 
Civil Air Patrol headed by Mr 
Ferrie. 

Mr. O'Sullivan told the War- 
ren commission that he knew 
of m connection between Os- 
lad and Mr. Ferrie. He also said 
Qiat he had inspected Mr, Fer- 
ris's airplane at New Orleans 
Airport shortly after the assis- 
slnatlon and had found it "not 
in fyable condition" because Its 
tires were flat and' instruments 
were missing.

Another member of the air 
patrol unit, who knew Oswaldd, 
bold the Warren Commission he 
knew of no link between the 
President's killer and Ferrie. It 
is not clear whether any of 
their testimony was based on 
the .documents that came to 
light today.
